Perhaps the most famous passage in the English 
language is made up of ten words; all very simple. 

‘•To be or not to be: that is the question.” 

Another famous line by Shakespeare comes at the 
end of Hamlet’s tragedy. “The rest is silence.” 

Those four words are powerful, compelling the 
persons who read them to think for themselves. 

A number of people around here have been 
thinking for themselves — though not necessarily to 
themselves - about cable television services in the 
town. 

These people want to know why they haven’t been 
able to subscribe to cable television. They are, in ef¬ 
fect, asking a simple question — Cable TV — ”To be or 
not to be”? 

But, like that other famous line that comes at the 
end of Shakespeare’s tragedy - these people have had, 
not cable television service, not answers; but silence. 

Maybe the cable television situation in town 
doesn’t rate being labeled a super tragedy. The 
situation is certainly deplorable. This town — the very 
first to award a franchise to Spectrum Cable — 
negotiated a contract in 1971. Spectrum promised a lot 
of things to the town. 

Instead of leading subscribers into the promised 
land of cablevision, with all its attendant glories, 
Spectrum has even neglected to service would-be 
subscribers. 

The sadness of the deplorable situation is that 
Andrew C. Gallano — who started a monthly 
publication about the time Spectrum was awarded the 
franchise by the town has been a paid consultant for 
Spectrum. 

We say ‘‘has been” because Spectrum now, 
allegedly, is up for sale or faces bankruptcy. 

As far as we can determine, Gallano has no 
qualifications that would commend him as an 
engineering or technical consultant. His “paid con¬ 
sultant” thing with Spectrum obviously consisted of 
starting the exodus to “cablevision land” in his well- 
known fashion. 

His pejorative pamphleterring has led him down 
many avenues including owning stock in Spectrum 
Communications, Inc.; being compensated in the 1972 
election campaigns by an incumbent state senator 
while editorializing against the incumbent’s opponent; 
sending a written complaint to the local post office 
about the distribution of this newspaper; a lot of nit¬ 
picking and belittling our paid subscription campaign. 

Yes, the Agawam Citizen does need paid sub¬ 
scriptions. But, does the town of Agawam need 
Gallano?

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Schools Move Ahead With Special Education Program 


The Agawam School 
System is providing a 
comprehensive special 
education program which 
encompasses the features of 
Chapter 766. Approximately 
410 students are receiving 
special help which provides 
for individualized programs 
designed to give these 
childen the opportunity to 
become successful school 
citizens. 

INITIAL 
REFERRALS 
When a referral * is 
received for an evaluation of 
a child, (suspected of having 
a special need), a series of 
events follow: learning and 
behavioral analysis by the 
regular classroom teacher; 
comprehensive health 
assessment; psychological 
testing; family history or 
home situations; speech and 
language diagnosis; and any 
other assessment which is 
deemed necessary to 
determine if a “special 
need” exists.. After the 
assessments have been 
completed a meeting of all 
teachers and specialists (a 
CORE evaluation) is held 
and an appropriate 
educational plan for the 
child is developed. Parents 
may attend this meeting. 
The plan must include 
specific educational goals 
and objectives. A process for 
evaluating the success of the 
new program is included. 
Through this whole 
procedure the parents are 
encouraged to take an active 
role in the educational plan. 

KINDERGARTEN 
SCREENING 
This year all of the kin¬ 
dergarten children were 
screened by the special 
services staff. Individual 
assessments were conducted 
in motor development, 
vision, hearing, speech, 
language development and 
the child’s readiness for 
kindergarten. Information 
gathered from parents 
through interviews, 
questionnaires and other 
informal techniques were 
used to determine if a 
“special need” existed, and 
to provide the appropriate 
program for the child. This 
process will take place 
annually as prescribed by 
Chapter 766. 

RESOURCE ROOMS 
Resource rooms or an 
itinerant teacher to service 
children with special needs 
are available in all the 
elementary and secondary 
schools. A teacher trained 
for learning disabilities 
working in the resource 
room provides the in¬ 
dividualized learning ex¬ 
periences using appropriate 
techniques, methods and 
materials. A major facet of 
the resource program is the 
support system it provides 
for the regular classroom 
teacher involved with 
children with special needs. 
Special materials and 
equipment are available to 
these teachers through the 
resource room. Regular 
classroom programs with 
modifications are super¬ 
vised by the resource 
teacher as part of the 
program. Children are in¬ 
tegrated into regular classes 
in all areas that they can 
handle successfully. The 
goals of the program are to 
help each child to cope with 
his disability, to improve his 
self image, to build self- 
confidence, and to fully 
return to the mainstream of 
the school society. The 
willingness of the special 
service staff to actively 


participate in, and to share 
their ideas with the regular 
school staff will serve as a 
base of communication for 
understanding the problems 
with .special need students.

provide service for the speaking engagements, 
visually handicapped and if you have a morning or 
the partially sighted on a afternoon free, please call 
shared basis. Special 733-6624. The Children’s 
materials and equipment Center needs your help today 
have been purchased to 
allow the students to func* 
tion in a regular classroom 
setting. 

An elementary home- 
school adjustment counselor 
serves as liaison between the 
home and school insuring 
constant parental in¬ 

volvement. Children who are 
experiencing difficulty in the 
classroom, in poor at¬ 
tendance habits, in 

behavioral problems, or 
problems interacting with 

peer groups .are able to 
receive individual or small 
group counseling. School 
counselors continue to 
provide services on the 
middle, junior high and high 
school level. Westfield Child 
Guidance Clinic, Depart¬ 
ment of Youth Services, and 
SPAN Center provide 
support services as 

requested. 

At the senior high school, 
students with special 
vocational needs will have 
various occupational options 
available through the work- 
study program. The 
program calls for half-time 
in class and half-time work 
experience. In addition, a 
distributive education 
program that prepares those 
students who desire a career 
in retailing, wholesaling, 
marketing and mer¬ 
chandising has been ex¬ 
panded. This year an oc¬ 
cupational resource center 
at the high school was 
established. This center 
contains the latest in¬ 
formation on career op¬ 
portunities and is available 
to students and teachers. At 
the junior high school an 
extensive program in in¬ 
dustrial arts and home 
economics is available to 
those students who would 
profit from this program. 

Future direction calls for a 
continuation of the in-service 
program that have been 
available both to the special 
education staff and the 
regular classroom teacher. 

The on-going process of 
identification of special 
needs students with the 
development of specific 
individualized programs will 
continue to be the “heart” of 
the special education 
programs. Additional staff 
and teaching aides will be 
added as the programs grow 
in scope and dimension. 

Pre-vocational and oc¬ 
cupationally oriented 
programs will be further 
developed at the elementary 
level and coordinated with 
the existing programs at the 
secondary level. 

The goals and objectives of 
the special education 
program at Agawam is to 
allow each child to grow and 
achieve at his level, to gain 
independence and self- 
reliance, and to return to the
